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Rome Fashion Authority Here

Dallas Women, Princess Grace Lead 
Fashion World* . * . *Le Principessa

"I have been interviewed many, many times by American reporters, but this is the 

first time a newspaperman has asked me for a story on my life and my association with 
fashions. Always before they have sent women. All right, we will see how you do."

Principessa Hannelore Alliata di Montereale had walked into the room with the 
grace of a professional model, the charm of Europe and the poise of an Italian princess 
 which she is. Le principessa
was a houseguest of' Mr. and 
Mrs. James R. Tallmadge, 428 
Avenue F, and was returning 
a visit made in Rome three 
months .ago by her friend of( 
long standing, Mrs. Zerrin' 
Tallmadge last weekend.

"A Dallas le aonne sono ver- 
amente esremamente belle e 
elegante? You asked me who 
the best dressed women in the 
United States are and 1 ans­ 
wered. The women of Dallas 
are truly elegantly dressed at 
all times."

Princess Montereale is a de­ 
scendant of the Grand! di Piza 
and her family can be traced 
through 1500 years of Italian 
titles. Her husband is Gian- 
franco, a deputatl parlemento 
 who would be a congressman 
in this country and holds of­ 
fice in Rome, but the princess 
is the ambassador of fashion 
between the United States and 
Italy. She wears Italian de­
signed clothes in this country

and American clothing in Eu- 
rt.pe   and loves it.

The latest from Evans and 
Picone of New York and 
Neiman Marcus of Dallas, 
Texas, are shown by her to 
the ladies of Rome, Paris and 
Monte Carlo. When friends 
first heard the princess was go­ 
ing to Dallas to see fashions 
they told her that the people 
in. Texas were only interested 
in cattle and oil, but she found 
that the women of this city 
not only knew clothes, they 
knew when and how to wear 
them.

Princess Montereale named 
Schubert as Rome's top fashion 
designer for show people and 
those who want flash and dar­ 
ing in their dress. His clientele 
includes Gina Lollabrigida and 
Abby Lane. Most of the diplo­ 
mats' wives patronize Fontana 
and Fabiano while Antonelli 
caters to the more conservative
tastes in design.

When asked who she thought 
the best dressed woman in the 
world was the princess v.'as 
quick to reply. "Grace Kelly   
Princess Grace of Monaco is 
the world's best dressed wom­ 
an. Then I would say the 
Duchess of Windsor and So­ 
phia Lorren."

Principessa di Montereale 
said she felt the European 
styles had a good effect on 
American clothing and by the 
same token the American 
styles   particularly sports 
clothes   were a good balance 
for the designs of her country 
and Europe in general. She 
paid high tribute to the de­ 
signers of this country and the 
clothing worn by American 
women, but pantomimed shock 
after telling of seeing a woman 
here wearing a mink stole with 
slacks. "Women in Rome just: 
don't go shopping wearing j 
cspris and barefoot with their 
hair in curlers."
